gram Economic Unity 
With Aid Planned. 


WASHINGTON, April 1 (APF) — 
President Truman advised Con- 
gress today that an additional 
three billion dollars would be 
asked for national defense. 

Truman made this known in a 
letter to House Speaker Martin of 
Massachusetts, 

In the letter, the President 
asked also that the Treasury De- 
partment be authorized immedi- 
ately to contract for $375,000,000 
to build up stocks of strategic and 
critical materials. 

For 14-Billion Top. 

The President said the request 
for the extra three billions for de- 
fense would be sent to Congress 
shortly. It will be on top of the 
11 billions already requested for 
national defense for the 12 months 
beginning next July 1. 

Before Truman's letter, a rank- 
ing official told reporters the 
President had put a top limit of 
about three billions on the extra 
money the armed forces would 
seek right now for preparedness. 

This man, who asked not to be 
identified by name, said the Presi- 
dent based his decision to halve 
the military's own request on the 
assumption that war is not inevit- 
able and in one event will not 
break out 800 

He said — told the Armed 
rte te. high command he wants 
a peace program, not a war pro- 
am.” 

In the letter to Martin, Truman 
said the new defense funds will 
be used for these purposes: 

$775,000,000 for aircraft and 
personnel, such as pay and al- 
lowances, subsistence, clothing 
and medical care.” 

$775,000,000 for aircraft and 
parts, and for aviation research 
and development. Of the total, 
$465,000,000 would go to tle Air 
Forces and $310,000,000 to naval 
aviation, 

$860,000,000 for maintenance 
and operation of facilities (camps 
and posts) and equipment, in- 
cluding rehabilitation and re- 
activation “where necessary.“ 

500, 000, 000 for purchasing and 
production programs, including 
planning, prototype and pilot 
arders, equipment modernization 
and materiel improvements. 

$90,000,000 for other require- 
ments, including research and 
development other than in the 
ficld of aviation. 

The President said “the need for 
other appropriations for related 
national security purposes is now 
under consideration and estimates 
for these appropriations will be 
submitted to the Congress if neces- 
sary.” 

To “Round Out Program.” 

The appropriations, he said, “are 
intended to round out and balance 
our natioal security program” and

Senators and House conferees on 
the foreign aid bill agreed today 


to strike Franco Spain from the 
list of nations eligible to share in 


the aid. 

They ac&ed within less than an 
hour after: the White House an- 
nounced that President Truman 
was “utterly opposed” to this pro- 
vision. 

The House put the Spain provi- 
sion into its bill. The Senate had 
rejected the idea, 

Senator Vandenberg’ (Rep.), 
Michigan, announced the confer- 
ence Committee’s decision. The 
committee is made up of five Sen- 
ators and five House members. 

Decisions of the committee are 
subject to ratification by the Sen- 
ate and House. 

Belief Europe Should Decide, 

Vandenberg explained that the 
committee members felt it was up 
to other western European nations 
rather than the United States, to 
say whether Spain should be in- 
vited to participate in the aid 
program, Both Senate and House 
have voted for the United States 
to put $5,300,000,000 into helping 
western Europe, 

“The bill as originally drawn 
leaves membership in the organi- 
zatlon of participating nations 
open to any other additional na- 
tions which may be invited by the 
presently participating nations,“ 
Vandenberg said. 

“Therefore the conferees feel 
that a decision respecting Spain is 
the function and the prerogative 
of the 16 participating nations 
which have already organized 
themselves into a co-operating 
unit under the recovery organiza- 
tion.” The 16 nations recently ig- 
nored a proposal for Spanish par- 
ticipation. 

Vandenberg was asked whether 
the decision to exclude Spain was 
unanimous, First, he said that it 
was. Then he withdrew his state- 
ment and pointed out that the ac- 
tion had to be approved by both

For example the United States, 

like most of the other United Na- 
tions, has not had an ambassa- 
dor in Madrid for many months. 
Yet last fall this country success- 
fully opposed a new blast at 
Franco by the U. N. General As- 
wembly,. The American argument 
was that such actions merely uni- 
fied Spanish support behind the 
generalissimo. 

Aside from the policy consid- 
eretion, officials say it is a fact 
that opposition to Franco has 
been a major concern to all left- 
ists and liberal political move- 
ments in Europe since the end 
of the war. While the Commun- 
ists have been loudest in attack- 
ing the Spanish dictator, opposi- 
tion to him has been a common 
stand of practically all western 
oa political parties — in- 

uding those bitterly opposed to 
Communism. 

U. S. Relying on Opposition. 

It is on these non-Communist 
parties that the United States is 
relying to make the European re- 
covery program a success, 

Moreover. in Italy particularly 
it is on the so-called non-Com- 
munist left that American lead- 
ers are pinning their hopes for 
the political strength to defeat 
the Communist bid for power in 
the April 18 election. 

Officials said the Communists 
are making  pollitical capital 
in Italy out of the House ac- 
tion. They are contending, the of- 
ficials said, that the emphasis put 
on Franco's participation in the 
recovery program proves. their 
argument that the United States 
backs *“‘reactionary”, forces every- 
where it can. The argument is de- 
scribed as highly embarrassing to 
the anti-Communist parties in 
Italy.

Differences on Details.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 1— 
The House this afternoon passed 
the bill permitting the City of St. 
Louis to levy a tax of not more 
than % of 1 per cent on gross 
earnings of individuals and net 
profits of corporations. The bill, 
which has passed the Senate, now 
goes to the Governor for approval. 

The bill passed the House by a 
vote of 90 to 36, but an emergency 
clause failed of the necessary 103 
votes. Hence, the measure will go 
into effect 90 days after being 
signed. 

It provides that the tax ordi- 
nance, whenever adopted by the 
St. Louis Board of Aldermen, shall 
be operative for two years. It 
may not be continued thereafter 
without a new authorization from 
the Legislature and the Governor. 

The earnings tax, at the ex- 
pected rate of % of 1 per cent, 
will apply to gross earnings of all 
employes of St. Louis concerns, 
whether they reside in the city or 
not. It will be deducted from pay- 
rolls. and paid by the employers, 
who will collect a 3 per cent com- 
mission for this service. It will 
apply to net profits of businesses. 

The proposed tax is similar in 
application to the earnings tax 
previously adopted by the Board 
of Aldermen, which, however, was 
at a rate of only K of 1 per cent. 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann has 
estimated that it will yield $5,000,- 
000 a year, but this full amount 
will not be realized in 1948-49, as 
the tax will be in effect for only 
a part of the year, 

Mayor Kaufmann, who has been 
here urging legislators to pass the 
earnings tax bill, said the matter 
of enactment of an earnings tax 
ordinance for St. Louis would be 
submitted to the Board of Alder- 
men aß soon as the enabling act 
passed today becomes effective. 

Mayor Kaufmann said 
grateful to our many friends in 
the House and Senate for passage 
of the bill. This should solve our 
fiscal problems if the Board of 
Aldermen will enact an ordinance, 
of which I am confident.”

COLLECTIONS UP 
$26,637,803 HERE 


Report Covers City, Eastern 


Missouri— Rise Laid to 
Higher Revenues, Profits. 


Federal income tax collections 
here this year are $26,637,803 
greater than in the first quarter 
of 1947, Internal Revenue Collector 
James P. Finnegan reported today. 

He attributed the increase to 
higher individual incomes and 
corporation profits, pointing out 
that the n ber of returns from 
the city of St. Louis and 53 
counties in the eastern Missouri 
district was about 850,000, the same 
as last year. 

Collections this year have to- 
taled $207,680,032, against $181,- 
042,229 in the first three months 
of 1947. For March 1948 payments 
amounted to $85,975,892, as com- 
pared to $72,369,045 in March 1947. 

Corporation payments totaling 
$41,445,079 last month were 88, 
685,844 more than in March 1947.

in 1920. 
He has coached football, basket- 


ball and baseball, and the success 
of the Cleveland elevens over a per- 
lod of 25 years gave Fenenga a 
national reputation as a developer 
of football, talent. He gave up 
coaching in 1945, when he entered 
UNNRA service and became di- 
rector of the first .rehabilitation 
team to enter Austria. For 13 
months he directed the agency's 
work with thousands of displaced 
persons in 17 areas. He returned 
to Cleveland High in 1946. 

Fenenga has taught history, 
civics, public speaking and, more 
recently, English.

Honorary Degree. 

The White House announced 
yesterday that a fact-finding re- 
port on the strike would not be 
made public until Truman returns 
Saturday “rom Williamsburg, Va., 
where he is going to receive an 
honorary degree from William and 
Mary College. 

The report submitted 
White House is said to 
John L. Lewis, president of 
the United Mine Workers, for 
starting the walkout of 400,000 
miners. It is said also to criticize 
both the union and the mine own- 
ers for failing to agree on a way 
to pay miners’ pensions from a 
$32,000,000 fund. 

Filing the report with the White 
House was necessary, under the 
Taft-Hartley Act's emergency 
procedures, before the President 
can ask the Justice Department to 
apply for a court order to end the 
strike. 

The trouble on this count seems 
to be that the White House and 
the Justice Department doubt a 
court order can be made to stick. 

“Sure, we can get out a tempo- 
rary injunction ordering an end 
to the strike in an hour,” one of- 
ficial said. “But the question is, 
will it stand up?” 

Obstacles to Injunction. 

This official said Lewis could 
carry the injunction pleadings in- 
to a “time-consuming” process for 
these reasons: 

1. It is hard to prove that 
Lewis called the strike. True, 
the miners walked out on Mon- 
day, March 15, after he wrote 
them Friday,.March 12, that the 
mine owners had “dishonored” 
their work contract by not de- 
Vising a way to pay the retire- 
ment pensions, But Lewis con-

Possible Appeal to Congress.

Meanwhile, throughout the coun- 
try more than 30,000 other work- 
ers were idle in steel, railroading 
and other industries closely allied 
to coal, 


Coal-carrying railroads were 
hard hit. The Chesapeake and 
Ohio had furloughed 13,400 em- 
ployes and the Baltimore and Ohio

Birmingham, biggest industrial 
center ot the South, reported steel 
production cut to approximately 
68 per cent of normal and about 
3000 workers idle. 


The National Coal Association 
estimated bifuminous production 
in the week ended March 27 at 
2,115,000 tons. This compared with 
an average weekly production of 
almost 13,000,000 tons before the 
walkout March 15. 


The United Press reported some 
soft coal operators were weighing 
the idea of offering Lewis a new 
one-year contract with a detailed 
pension plan in an effort to end 
the strike. j 


Some mine operators were 
known to be doubtful that the 
Government could halt the strike 
before it disrupts the national 
economy. They feared such a 
development would lead Congress 
to authorize Government seizure 
of the mines—a step they want to 
avoid, One seizure bill already 
has been introduced.

„Under the Smith vs, Illinois

filiate. 

“When telephone rate cases come

Action on Rail Traffic May Be Beginning of 


Russian Squeeze Play Against 
Allied Powers. 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 

WASHINGTON, April 1 (AP)— 
Russia's move to tighten control 
over traffic between Berlin and 
western Germany is regarded by 
diplomatic authorities here as be- 
ginning a Soviet squeeze to try to 
force the Western powers out of 
the German capital.

Rhode Island Official Grants Less Than Half 
of Increases Sought by New England 
Phone Co. 


By a Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., April 1— 
Sharp criticism of the American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. li- 
cense contract and the Western 
Electric Co., Inc., supply contract 
has been expressed by Thomas A. 
Kennelly, State Public Utilities Ad- 
minigtrator, in a decision grant- 
- ing New England Telephone & 
Telegraph Co. less than half of the 
Rhode Island telephone rate in- 
creases it had sought. 

New Englan@ Telephone, 69 per 
cent of whose stock is owned by 
A. T. & T., which also owns West- 
ern Electric, applied for increases 
of $2,700,000 a year, or 23 per cent, 
Kennelly, in an order yesterday, 
allowed $1,200,000, or 10% per cent. 
He made a severe cut in the al- 
lowance fof the 1% per cent li- 
cense contract fee and indicated 
regret that he lacked sufficient 
data to act on the large expendi- 
tures to Western Electric. He 
called ntion to the study of 
Western Electric now being made 
by regulatory agencies on a na- 
tional basis. 


Assalis Contract. 


The A, T. & T. license contract, 
Kennelly said, “has a long and 
dubious history,” and he charac- 
terized it as nothing more than an 
agreement between two depart- 
ments of a single business!’ Had 
it not beén entered into by New 
England * prior to a 
present Rh Island law, he said 
there was “extreme doubt” that 
his office would have approved 
the contract. 

The fee is “entirely arbitrary” 
and “bears fio rational or reason- 
able relationship to the amount or 
value of services rendered,” he 
declared, adding that this pay- 
ment, based on a percentage of | 
varying revenues, “leads to ab- | 
surdities and inequities.” 

The decision ‘continued: “The 
arbitrary nature of this charge is 
demonstrated by the fact that it 
can be inereased at any time by 


& T. need show no additional 
service and incur no additional ex- 
pense for this exaction.” 

New England Telephone claimed 
a $164,097 allowance for the fee, 
for Rhode Island this year, and 
Kennelly allowed only $102,463—a 
cut of 87.6 per cent. 

Sets Rate Base. 

The administrator set a Rhode 
Island rate base for the company 
of $26,900,000, after cutting in half 
the claim for plant under construc- 
tion, thereby knocking out $1,370,- 
322. He deducted the full depre- 
ciation reserve from the plant 
value, after an upward adjust- 
ment of that reserve in connec- 
tion with absorption of the Provi- 
dence telephone system. 

He then referred to the Western 
Electric price question as an “as- 
pect of extreme importance,” re- 
ferring “to the degree that the 
rate base id certainly inflated due 
to excessive prices charged by 
Western Electric for the large pro- 
portion of plant items that West- 
ern Electric sells to New England 
Telephone.” In view of the testi- 
mony and findings, he charged, 
Western Electric’s prices “are un- 
reasonable, if not unconscionable.” 
Evidence failed to support the 
New England company’s conten- 


tfon that the prices were reason- 


able, he said, and there was no 
evidence about the fairness o 
Western Electric’s intricate cost 
accounting. 

“The evidence shows,” the de- 
cision went on, that A. T. & T. 
has through the years had an 
exorbitant return upon its net 
investment in Western Electric

The Harm the House Did 


There is a very good reason why consterna- 
tion was caused in Europe by the House of 
Representatives’ vote to admit Spain to the Eu- 
ropean Recovery Program. Europe may be re- 
assured partly, but not wholly» by House-Senate 
conferees’ agreement to rescind the action. 

Europeans who are on our side in the East- 

West conflict of ideologies want to know 
whether we really stand for democracy. They 
want to know whether we live it as well as talk 
it. They want to know whether it is a principle 
with us, or an ‘expedient which we will sacrifice 
for some other expedient that looks better at 
a given moment, Those individuals who are 
thinking of joining our side want to know 
whether we are dependable before they vote to 
link their fortunes to ours. 
. To Europeans, the House’s action must, have 
seemed to be that of a nation which does not 
know where it is headed and which stands for 
one thing one day and another thing the next, 
Britain, which awakened late enough to the 
dangers of Francoism, at least has its eyes open 
now, and is prepared for an all-out fight against 
admitting Spain to E.R.P. 

The contradiction involved in taking Spain 

into an anti-Communist program was summed 
up by the London News Chronicle in the 
comment that “the very existence of such re- 
gimes as Franco’s is a spur to the Communist 
creed.” What a spur then, what an evidence 
of muddle-headedness it would be, to have sup- 
port of Franco written into a program intended 
to counter Communism! 
The Italian Socialist spokesman was only say- 
ing as much when he declared, “There go all 
the gains we made as a result of the Western 
powers’ proposal to return Trieste to Italy.” 

Coming 19 days before the crucial election 
in Italy, which this country is making every 
legitimate effort to influence for the democratic 
elements opposing Communism, the House’s 
action was one of almost complete irresponsi- 
bility. It lacked responsibility toward the demo- 
cratic cause which we are professedly espousing 
throughout the world, and toward the measures 
which we are taking to effectuate it. 

‘What must be the confusion, and the dis- 
illusionment, of a man like Randolfo Pacciardi, 
leader of the Republicans and an Italian hero 
because of his fighting against Franco in Spain? 
Pacciardi stands for something to the Italian 
people—he stands against oppression, whether 
by Communism or Fascism. His influence as 
an adherent to the Marshall plan depends on 
his ability to show that the United States is 
working for the same great democratic prin- 
ciples he and his followers, actual and poten- 
tial, are working for. 

What a position Pacciardi is left in when a 
chamber of our Congress proposes to abandon 
one of these principles—opposition to Fascism— 
as if it were something of no account! 

And if the House could so blithely abandon 
opposition to Fascism today, wouldn’t an Italian 
ask himself whether it might not abandon op- 
position to Communism just as blithely tomor- 
row, after the Italians had staked their future 

“on continued American resistance to it? 

To put the best possible face on it, when the 
pick of faces is none too good, the House is 
not the United States Government. This is a 
fact which is not as clear to many Europeans, 
however, as it is to Americans. It would be de- 
sirable for the House to be a coherent part of 
the Government, which in the present instance 
it ig certainly not being. But whatever: the 
House’s aberrations, the Government is commit- 
ted to a clear and sound policy toward Spain. 

The State Department has branded the 
Franco regime “a dictatorship under debt to 
Hitler.” Our standing policy, reiterated to the 
Franco Government no longer than a few weeks 
ago by our charge d'affaires in Madrid, is that 
Spain cannot be admitted to the European Re- 
covery Program, or readmitted to the family of 
nations, unless it liberalizes its political life, 
including freedom of individual thought and 
freedom of the press. 

The damage which the House has done is 
great, but it need not be either total or irre- 
mediable. If the United States Government will 
begin at last, by all it does as well as by what 
it professes, to support people’s movements 
wherever they arise, and to oppose reactionaries 
even when it is expedient to use them, our coun- 
try will win the confidence of free men the 
world over, which this thoughtless action of the 
House has now disrupted. ' 
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Up to Attorney General Clark 


When Attorney General Tom Clark reads the 
report from Kansas City on the acquittal of Boss 
McKissick and seven others on vote fraud 
charges, here are two things for him to keep in 
the forefront of his mind: 


1. Due to the blasting of the safe in the 
Jackson County Courthouse and the theft of 
ballot boxes, much vital evidence was miss- 
ing at the trial. Maurice M. Milligan and 
his aid, Richard K. Phelps, were put to no 
such disadvantage in 1936 as the same Mr. 
Phelps had to face this year, as special 
prosecutor. In 1936 it was possible to make 
photographic enlargements of ballots and 
poll records and show clearly in court the 
nature and extent of fraud after fraud. This 
year it was not possible to do this with a 
lot of the evidence since it was stolen be- 
tween the time the county grand jury first 
studied it and found it proof of fraud and 
the time for it to be used in the belated 
federal investigation and trial. 


2. In the 1936 trials, the jurors were kept 
free from all likelihood of outside influence 


from the time the trials began until they 
were concluded. Under Judge Otis, jurors 


were not permitted to go home where they 

might have received telephone calls, threats 

or inducements. The results of the 1936 

trials were 259 convictions and no acquittals. 

This year, Judge Duncan permitted the 

jurors to go home each night. He also per- 

mitted them to go home after the case was 

concluded but before they had come to a 

verdict. : 

The first fact makes it Attorney General 
Clark’s responsibility to redouble the efforts of 
his department, which includes the FBI, to find 
out who blew the safe, to indict the culprits and 
to bring them to trial. Enough time has passed 
for the FBI to have found out a dozen times. Is 
J. Edgar Hoover ready to say that the FBI gives 
up on this inside job of safe blowing? The FBI 
has cracked many a harder nut and Mr. Hoover 
and Mr. Clark both know it. 

The second fact makes it urgent that there be 
an investigation into possible pressures on the 
jurors outside the court. Notwithstanding the 
ballot- thefts, Mr. Phelps thinks there was suf- 
ficient evidence to make the acquittals “a trav- 
esty on justice.” That should be enough for Mr. 
Clark, who appointed Mr. Phelps, to order a 
thorough investigation with no restrictions on 
the FBI, 

Attorney General Clark was painfully slow to 
do anything about the 1946 primary frauds. He 
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acted only when forced into it. He can atone 
now by putting the great influence of his office 
full behind a double-barreled investigation. The 
acquittals do not end the vote fraud case. They 
only emphasize that there is much more to find 
out, much more to bring to light. 
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Toward a Berlin Showdown 


The Russians are playing a dangerous game 
in Berlin, Recently came the offensive through 
the Red-licensed German press,in the Russian 
sector of the city for. the withdrawal of the 
Americans and other Western Allies. Now 
there is the stopping of trains by the Soviet mili- 
tary agministration in a tight ‘control of all 
traffic from the United States and British zones 
to the former capital city. The excuse given by 
the Russian chief of staff is that demands on 
traffic facilities through the Russian zone make 
it necessary to reconsider their use. 

A quick look at the map of Germany as di- 
vided for the four-power occupation shows 
clearly why the United States, Britain and 
France cannot accept these new regulations. 
The only way for the Western democracies to 
travel to and from their zones to theig sectors 
of Berlin is ‘over Russian-occupied territory. 
This travel was agreed to at the outset of the 
occupation and authorized routes exist for trains, 
motor véhicles and airplanes. Except for an 
occasional “incident,” this travel has been rela- 
tively free up to now. 

The supplementary regulations which the 
Russians have announced, include inspection of 
all trains, including goods and passengers, by 
Russians and certification by Soviet authorities 
before anyone may leave Berlin for the Western 
zones. In other words, these regulations would 
give the Russians the right to shut off supplies 
for Americans in our sector of Berlin and to 
stop Americans from leaving Berlin for the 
Western zones. To accept either regulation 
would be to take the role of an inferior author- 
ity in what was set up as a group of four co- 
equal occupying powers. Neither can be coun- 
tenanced. 

Gen. Clay has followed the only course open 
to him in his immediate and unqualified rejec- 
tion of the Russian demands. For the Red 
authorities to attempt to enforce these demands 
by arbitrarily stopping trains is for one of the 
occupying powers to push its authority danger- 
ously near the breaking point. 

Some 10,000 Americans, including many 
wives and children of our military and civilian 
personnel, are in Berlin. Their security and 
health are at stake in thf$ situation. There can 
be no other thought than that their safety, along 
with American rights and prestige, will be fully 
protected. 

The crisis in Berlin should be watched with 


both eyes. 
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Meat-Ax by Conference Committee 


It is an unrealistic thing that the Legisla- 
ture’s conference committee has done in reduc- 
ing the social security appropriation. Its million- 
dollar slash from the meager $6,000,000 allot- 
ment for direct relief to unemployable citizens, 
the year-after-year victims of legislative negli- 
gence, ig particularly disheartening. For months 
of committee effort and of thoughtful persua- 
sion by citizens with a concern for decent stand- 
ards of welfare had gone into that $6,000,000 
figure. c 

Conference committees are to iron out House- 
Senate differences but this one, no doubt in the 
hope that it could eke out a few additional 
savings, was given the extraordinary power to 
cut agreed appropriations. A handful of men 
have been given, and have used, the power 
to set aside the judgment of the whole Legisla- 
ture. They have gained a blind, meat-ax econ- 
omy at the expense of an unfortunate and help- 
less class for which the Legislature has a clear 
responsibility. 

Seeing that the extraordinary power was a 
well-intentioned blunder, the Senate and House 
should reject the conference report, restore the 
original relief appropriation and restrict the 
reconvened conference committee to its intended 
task of compromising differences. 


Coal Report to the President 

President Truman is entitled to an oppor- 
tunity to study the report of his three-man fact- 
finding board on the coal strike. But since the 
report is merely the satisfaction of a provision 
of the Taft-Hartley Act, he does not need to be 
long about it. He will learn little from the 
report which he does not already know. 

The one part of the report which should be 


the most interesting to the President is that in 
which John L. Lewis states his side of the con- 


troversy. This is the part for which the U. M. W. A. 


chief was summoned by court order. When he 
ignored the fact-finding board, it became neces- 
sary to order Lewis to appear or to be content 
with a one-sided statement. So the board got a 
court order and John L. Lewis came around, but 
merely to comply with the requirement that a 
factual report be submitted. 

The next step is up to the President. He is 
put in the position of attempting to enforce a 
law which he himself opposed. But little though 
he may like the Taft-Hartley Act he can like 
no more this crippling coal strike whose toll in 
production will be passed along for months to 
come. The strike is now in its eighteenth day. 
To continue it in a time like this is to invite 
further court action and another judgment and 
fines for contempt. 

Lewis is big and his power is great. But he 
is not bigger than the United States Govern- 
ment. And that is only another way of saying 
he does not take precedence over the welfare 
of American people. That was determined just 
a year ago. If necessary it will be reaffirmed 
now. 
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Red Cross Weather 

Bad weather set back the Red Cross’s March 
fund campaign, says Chairman Russell Murphy, 
so it is necessary to extend the campaign into 
April to gain the goal of $982,000. Actually, 
March weather gave most eloquent evidence as 
to why Red Cross gifts should be early and 
generous without coaxing. Near St. Louis, the 
month brought floods and devastating tornadoes. 
Previous gifts enabled the Red Cross to reach 
these disasters quickly and well equipped with 
its mission of mercy. With that vivid demon- 
stration of its worth, and with the annual in- 
come tax ordeal out of the way, surely those 
who have neglected to contribute 30 far will 
neglect it no longer.

The Missouri Legislature is still worrying 
with this problem: How can the state pay 
a little bonus without a big tax? . 

The Senate version of a tax plan is in 
line with what the bonus advocates have 
asked, It would slap a huge bond issue 
($132,000,000) on the state and would be 
paid by a major increase in property taxes 
on all the farms, business buildings and 
homes in the state, The tax would run for 
many years after the bonus money had 
been spent and forgotten. 

A House bill, turned down by the Senate, 
would finance a similar bonus by an addi- 
tional cent on the sales tax and the state 
income tax. The bonus advocates don’t 
like the sales tax because all the World 
War II veterans would have to help pay 
for their own bonus through the years. 


Where 
here? 

The trouble is elementary. When the 
men of a whole generation would receive 
the bonus there is no way to escape a huge 
tax. Most plans would leave the veterans 
paying a large share of the cost of their 
own bonuses over a period of many years— 
and with interest. 

They would receive the bonus at a time 
of highest employment and high prices 
when the maximum of $400 isn’t much 
money, They would have to pay through 
years when a dollar may be worth much 
more than it is today.

From the standpoint of the state a gen- 
eral property tax would be one of the worst 
methods, Local real estate taxes are al- 
ready so heavy that the schools and now 
the cities are running to the state for other 
sources of revenue. 


A state-wide increase would be a blow to 
any plans to attract more industries to 
Missouri, although it wouldn’t chase busi- 
ness out of the state as fast as a Demo- 
cratic minority proposal to load the bulk of 
the bonus on Missouri business. Every in- 
crease in property taxes discourages home 
ownership. For the veterans who are try- 
ing to buy farms and get ahead, this kind 
of land tax would be outrageous, 


In this situation there is one sensible 
thing that the Legislature can do: 


Leave the whole problem alone for the 
present, 

Wait until it sees a genuine need for a 
bonus. If harder times come within a few 
years $400 will be worth much more to the 
veterans than it is today. The bonus 
would then serve a purpose that might jus- 
tify a heavy tax. 

Today there is no way to figure out a 


plan that makes sense. 


Economics for the Soviet Man 
From the New York Herald Tribune 


There was some excitement in the world 


when it was learned, from Moscow, that . 


the Soviet Man, that heroic if synthetic cre- 
ation of the Politburo, was being debauched 
by insidiously bourgeois music. But now 
that the Russian composers have been duly 
indoctrinated and their works purged of 
capitalist decadence, it is even more in- 
triguing to learn that the Soviet econo- 
mists, the very shock troops of the Marxist 
propaganda army, have also been derelict 
in their duty to the remarkably impres- 
sionable Soviet Man. 

The downfall of Eugene Varga for being 
too scientific in his approach to his dismal 
science was important because of Varga's 
eminence. 

The more recent attack upon six other 


economists is significant because of the 


numbers involved and because of the very 
frank denunciation of “bourgeois objectiv- 
ity” which accompanied it. 

Clearly the Soviet Man cannot be trust- 


ed to absorb objective truth even in the 
smallest doses. He must not be told that 
the United States has a magnificent pro- 
ductive establishment because, by defini- 
tion, a capitalist economy cannot compete 
with Communism in this or any other re- 
spect—even if the earlier Communist the- 
oreticlans admitted the efficiency of capi- 
talism in building up industry. 

For the Soviet Man, such concessions to 
scientific fact are anathema; Marxist-Len- 
inist-Stalinist economics “must be filled 
with the spirit of the Bolshevik party line,” 
it “must serve as a fighting, aggressive 
weapon in the struggle against bourgeois 
ideology.” 

One is tempted to wonder how long it 
will be before the party line is injected 
into pure mathematics, and when some 
trembling teacher will be castigated in print 


for “smuggling mendacious material of. 


bourgeois propagandists” into his lessons 
and insisting that two and two make four. 


A Doctor’s Warning to Doctors 


From the Milwaukee Journal 


Doctors should spend less time sneering 
at their lay critics and more time in ana- 
lyzing the shortcomings of their profession 
and in trying to alleviate them. This is, in 
essence, the advice offered to his profession 
by Dean John S. Hirschboeck of the Mar- 
quette University Medical School. 

“Only after a thorough investigation is 
made by the profession itself will we be in 
a position to answer our critics well,” Dean 
Hirschboeck writes in the Wisconsin Medi- 
cal Journal, “What we have done along 
these lines in the past has not met the 
challenge. . The profession itself must 
take the lead in attacking the sociomedical 
problems of the nation, or else we are 
doomed to servitude to politicians and bu- 
reaucrats.” 

There is no doubt the American public 
generally is convinced that the organized 
doctors of America are doing all too little 
to extend first-rate medical care and to 
help reduce its costs. 

The public concedes that the profession 
has done much to maintain and improve 


the quality of. medical services, but is un- 


der the impression that the profession does 
little to increase the quantity of such serv- 
ice. The finest doctors in the world are 
no consolation to patients who cahnot get 
to see them, or who cannot afford their at- 
tention. 

There is a desperate need for many more 
well-trained doctors in America, and ways 
must be found to make such doctors avail- 
able to families of low income and to fam- 
ilies that live in remote, sparsely settled 
areas, If doctors do not offer a prescrip- 


tion soon that will promise a fairly ade- | 


quate cure for the situation, the profession 
may indeed find itself subjected to the or- 


ders of “politicians and bureaucrats.”

Statement Accepts Bible as 
Rule of Faith and 
Nicene Creed.

NEW YORK, April 1 (AP)—An | 
outline of certain tenets on which 
the Protestant Episcopal Church 
is prepared to base discussions 
looking toward intercommunion 
with the Presbyterian Church in 
the United States of America or 
with “any other interested Chris- 
tian body” was made public here 


yesterday. 

The statement was prepared by 
the Protestant Episcopal Joint 
Commission on Approaches to 
Church Unity at the request of 
the 1946 general convention of the 
church. 

The 13-page statement is for the 
most part an exposition and in- 
terpretation of the so-called Chi- 
cago quadrilateral, which original- 
ly appeared in a reply from the 
American bishops to a Lambeth | 
memorial on Christian unity in 
1886, Two years later the Lambeth 
conference adopted the bishops’ 
reply. It then became known as 
the Lambeth Quadrilateral. 

The four-point statement set 
forth these tenets: 

“1. The Holy Scriptures of the 
Old and New Testaments, as ‘con- 
taining all things necessary to 
salvation,’ and as being the rule 
and ultimate standard of faith. 

“2 The Apostles’ Creed, as the 
baptismal symbol, and the Nicene 
Creed, as the sufficient statement 
of the Christian faith. 

“3. The two sacraments ordained 
by Christ himself—baptism and 
the supper of the Lord—minis- 
tered with unfailing use of Christ’s 
words of institution and of the 
elements ordained by him. 

“4 The historic episcopate, lo- 
cally adapted in the methods of 
its administration to the varying 
needs of the nations and peoples 
called of God into the unity of His 
church.”

Measure Would Require 
Voters to Sign Identifying 
Certificates at Polls. 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 31 
(AP) — “Ghost voting” in Kansas 
City came in for comment in the 
Missouri Senate today. 

Then the Senate passed a bill 
which would require Kansas City 
voters to sign an identifying cer- 
tificate when they appear at the 
polls and ask for a ballot. 

The vote sending it back to the 
House for acceptance of Senate 
changes was 22 to 4. Voting “no” 
were four Democrats — Senators 
Floyd Gibson of Independence, 
Edgar J. Keating of Kansas City, 
Harry Revercomb of Shelbina and 
Frank L. Wilkinson of Kansas 
City. 

Gibson argued that there is 
plenty of law now to prevent 
fraudulent elections. He charged 
the bill would hamper voting. 

But Senator Charles L. Madison 
(Rep.), Kansas City, who spon- 
sored the bill, said it would “elim- 
inate a lot of ghost votes and tend 
to bring about honest elections.” 
If anything, he said, the new sys- 
tem would speed up the balloting. 

Senators from ‘Springfield . and 
St. Joseph, where similar registra- 
tion laws already are in effect, in- 
dorsed the bill. A similar law also 
is in effect in St. Louis county.

ULTIMATELY Andrew winds up in a commu- 
nity that takes great pride in its schools and is 
all steamed up about building a new $1,000,000 
edifice to take pride in. Andrew deflates a num- 
ber of important egos by pointing out that lav- 
ish buildings don’t necessarily mean good schools.

The Screen Speaks Out 


ERHAPS there may be a tendency to do critical nip-ups 
over “GENTLEMAN’S AGREEMENT,” currently at the 
AMBASSADOR THEATER, because the characters actu- 
ally open their mouths and speak out strongly over an extremely 
touchy subject. This, which on an adult 

screen some day will be taken for granted, 

has caused some critical hysteria which has 

tended to over-value the film as the greatest 

literary document since the King James ver- 

sion of the Bible, It is, of course, heartening 

to see the American cinema grow up a few 

inches, and cast aside one of the stultifying 

shackles which it has imposed upon itself through extreme 
caution and box-office phobia. But, though we liked the film 


very much, we were able to take it calmly. It is solid, honest 
and absorbing, rather than brilliant. Like its hero, Phil Green, 


it is painstaking almost to the point sometimes of being plod- 
ding. It is conscientious, logical and forceful rather than 
dramatically exciting, 

Its achievement, as we see it, is not just bringing out anti- 
Semitism as a subject and dissecting the bigotry that makes 
it thrive in a democracy. Merely box-office, not moral, courage 
was required to do that, The film could have raved over the 


subject and been extremely boring about it. But in the adept 
hands of Screenwriter Moss Hart and Director Elia Kazan, 


it has thrust its lesson home by making its story human and 
alive, Though a preachment from beginning to end, it never 


obviously seems one. The characters aren't making speeches 
for the benefit of the audience. They're acting out a drama. 
Hart has woven his homily into a neat package, intertwining 
his shafte with the story line so well that they don't obtrude 
crudely from the fabric of the tale of how Phil Green tried to 
fight anti-Semitism by pretending he was a Jew and writing 
@ magazine series on how it felt. 

Don't expect satire or irony. Like the Laura Z. Hobson 
novel from which it was taken, the film is devoid of it. Its 
approach is a blunt, angry one. It is saved from over-zealous- 
ness by Hart’s literate dialogue and the intelligent acting which 
Kazan has exacted from his cast. For instance, Gregory Peck's 
performance as Green takes away some of the curse of the grim 
reformer from the character as it was portrayed in the novel, 
and makes him just a sincere, determined guy trying to do a 
dirty job the best way he knows how, Dorothy McGuire, one 
of the best actresses on the screen, makes the vacillations of 
Kathy from a astern, uncompromising stand against anti- 
Semitism in all its forms, her hesitation over confusing her 
own social life by pretending the man she was going to marry 
was a Jew, quite human and understandable. John Garfield 
is held to a commendably restrained performance as Phil's 
Jewish friend, It is probably because Celeste Holm’s role of a 
witty other woman contains the few light touches of the film that 
it was considered outstanding enough to merit an Oscar. 


Although we think it not as exciting dramatically as 
’ Kazan’s other outstanding film of last year, “Boomerang!,” we 


suppose “Gentleman's Agreement” merited the Academy Award 
as long as it had to go to an American film, because its novelty 


gave it an edge.; We don’t expect it has created a millennium 
ef boldness of speech in Hollywood—we haven't heard, for 
instance, anything about Sinclair Lewis’s novel on the Negro 
question being grabbed up for filming—but it has opened the 
door a little, and at the same time provided a good example 
ef how to be entertaining, though crusading.

He can be brooding, cunning, fear- 
ful, pathetic and tragic by turns. He is fascinating to women, 
and utterly indifferent to them. He can be handsome at times, 
and haggard and unshaven at others, He is a heel and a 
hero. He gets to perform a sordid murder of passion while 
reciting some of Shakespeare's grandest lines. He gets to go 
mad, and is permitted to extract compassion for his homicidal 
mania. He is allowed to kill himself with a dagger as the 
elimax to a great play, right out there in front of the audience. 
And he is able to linger in extremis long enough on his death 
couch to show himself a noble soul and wring the last tear for 
his passing. 

In short, it is such a juicy, fat, sizzling role that it’s a 
wonder the great John Barrymore himself hasn't groaned in 
his grave from envy. Mr. Colman does everything with obvious 
relish, and is a lusty, full-blooded Moor in the Shakespearean 
sequences. He has Playwrights Ruth Gordon and Garson 
Kanin to thank for devising such a hambo's paradise for him, 
and Director George Cukor for giving him his head. 

Second feature, for those who like their acting more on 
the cute and pallid side, is “TENTH AVENUE ANGEL,” with 
Margaret O’Brien.

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You Too Can Cook Rice Expertly 


There Are Just a Few Little Twists to I+ and Are 


By Hoyt Alden 


ICE, which makes a great ac- 
R companiment to many fine 
dishes, is greatly neglected in 
American homes. When the Little 


Woman cooks rice, it usually turns 


out to be a soggy, gooey Mass 80 
she tosses a few raisins in it and 
calls it a pudding. Dry, flaky rice 
—each kernel standing by itself— 
is practically unknown ag a de- 
licious base for curries and creoles 
or in place of potatoes with 
poultry or game. 

In China and all the Latin coun- 
tries rice, in varied and tasty 
form, has been the staff of life 
for centuries and our own Ameri- 
ean Indians developed some of 
the best rice cookery in the world. 
Despite these facts, the American 
housewife has never learned to 
cook rice even passably well. She 
is convinced that all she has to 
do is to throw it in some water, 
doll it and put it on the table, 
with or without raisins. 

It is no trick at all to cook 
rice correctly, There are just a 
few little twists that seem to be 
too much trouble to learn or use. 

In the first place, rice must be 
WASHED before cooking and I 
mean WASHED. Rice always has 
an excess amount of starch. A 
thorough washing removes it and 
separates the grains. Some ex- 
perts, like the Chinese rub the 
grains between their fingers. Put 
well salted water on the fire and 
bring it to a boil, dump the rice 
in and cook until tender, not soft. 
Drain the rice well, shaking the 
pot as you do so. Put the rice in 
a colander, drain some more and 


run a quick shot of cold water 


through it from the faucet. Re- 
turn to the dry pot, put. on a 
tight lid and set it in a pan of 
hot water. It will steam and swell 
and at the end of - the process 
should be light as the breeze. 

There are endless ways to use 
it. It goes particularly well with 
any meat dish involving gravy. 
Our favorite is chicken fricassee 
with rice.

all of the native dishes. One, 
which is really a very simple na- 
tive deal, comes from Mexico and 
goes like this: 

Wash a cup of rice well and let 
it dry. Put two tablespoons of 
olive oil in a deep skillet and fry 
the rice until it is brown. Now 
chop a medium sized onion, a 
clove of garlic and two green 
chilies and add them to the dish. 


Put in salt and pepper to taste, 
a pinch of oregano along with a 
cup of chopped canned tomatoes. 
Just barely cover all this with 
boiling water and let the works 
cook a few minutes on top of the 
stove. Remove, put a tight cover 
on and put it in a fairly hot oven 
for a half hour. When done the 
water should be absorbed and the 
rice should be tender. Watch it. 


Easy to Learn 


Add a little more hot water if it 
becomes too dry. 

My old friend Bigfoot Jackson, 
the Ozark guide and cooking wiz- 
ard, often cooks a backwoods dish 
of rice when fish and game are 
not at hand, It is a standby 
brought into the mountain coun- 
try by the early pioneers and, of 
course, involves sow belly’ or 
something of the kind. Bigfoot, 
being a little fancy for the woods, 
used the fat edges of country 
cured ham. This he cuts up into 
small pieces using a little more 
than a cup. The chunks of ham 
are put in a pan with a can of 
tomatoes and a small amount of 
water. 
an hour. Next he chops up an 
onion, browns it lightly in bacon 
fat and adds it to the dish, along 
with almost a quart of rice, salt, 
pepper and whatever spices suit 
his fancy. More hot water goes 
over all and the whole business is 
brought to a boil. Now the flame 
is turned low and it simmers for 
an hour, Stir it with a fork, now 


and then. 

Wild rice ia well known, of 
course, as the perfect dish to 
serve with wild duck. It has a 
meaty, hearty taste that cannot 
be duplicated in any other variety 
and was the favorite food of the 
Indians many years ago. It is par- 
ticularly good when cooked with 
small bits of meat such as chicken 
livers but the champion dish of 
all is wild rice croquettes as pre- 
pared by a Minnesota duck hunter. 
It goes like this: 

Cover a cup of well washed wild 
rice with chicken broth in the 
top of a double boiler, Cook until 
tender, adding chicken broth as 
you go along. It should be fairly 
dry when done. Beat four egg 
yolks and add a small clove of 
finely chopped garlic, a table- 
spoon of onion juice, a little 
chopped parsley, salt and pepper. 
Now parboil two or three chicken 
livers and rub them into cro- 
quettes, dip in milk and roll in 
bread crumbs. Put them back in 
the box. Cook them quickly in hot 
deep fat, remove to absorbent pa- 
per to drain and serve them along- 
side the meat course, A real treat.

THE WORD “VANDAL.”

Diet: lodine 
By C. A. Dean, M.D. 


ODINE has played an interest- 
| ing role in the prevention and 

treatment of goiter, Burnt 
seaweed, which is rich in iodine, 
was used in the treatment of 
goiter as far back as the days of 
Hippocrates. 

Simple goiter is the result of a 
deficiency of iodine, Under nor- 
mal conditions we obtain our 
jodine from water and food, In 
general, the sea foods are the 
best natural source of iodine. This 
is the reason that goiter is so un- 
common along the seaboard and 
becomes more prevalent as one 
goes inland and into the moun- 
tainous regions. 

x X * 

IN THIS DAY of preventive 
medicine, goiter should be con- 
sidered a preventable disease, By 
the addition of small amounts of 
iodine (in the form of an iodized 
salt) to the diet, goiter often can 
be prevented even in the regions 
where it was once very common. 
Once a goiter develops, however, 
the use of iodine is much less 
beneficial, 

There are certain times when 
the body requires more iodine 
than normally such as at puberty 
and during pregnancy. It is prob- 
ably wise to use iodized salt dur- 
ing these periods even in those 
regions not considered to be goiter 
regions. There is no particular 
distaste attached to the use of 
this type of salt since it is diffi- 
on to detect from ordindry table

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OTHER CONDITIONS some- 
times play an important part in 
the production of goiter and be- 
cause of this, it is not safe to as- 
sume that the use of iodine will 
always cure a goiter.- It is often 
necessary to use elaborate labora- 
tory tests to determine the best 
way to treat enlargement of the 
thyroid gland (goiter), 

Question: “What should I do 
about a lump in my breast?” 

Answer: Whatever you do — 
don’t delay doing something about 
finding out what it is. There are 
several causes for lumps in the 
breast, The lump may be a cyst, 
an inflammation, a simple tumor, 
a cancer, etc, Until proved other- 
wise, a lump in the breast should 
be considered to be a tumor, and 
should be a warning to see your 
physician, preferably a surgeon, 
as soon as possible. Sometimes a 
simple examination will be suffic- 
lent to determine the cause. In 
other cases it may be necessary 
to remove a small piece of tissue 
(surgically) to make a correct 
diagnosis. One should remember 
that all tumors are not cancers, 
and all cancers are not fatal—at 
least when discovered in time to 
do something about them.

When it comes to price, the bride of 1948 will pay more for her 
dress than a bride paid several years ago. However, the statis- 
ticlans tell us that wedding dresses have increased less propor- 
tionately, considering quality for quality, than any other type of 
dress or suit. In other words it looks as if even the manufacturers 
are eager to encourage the bride to choose the loveliest gown she 
can find and treasure it always.

to all this is that for years the 
paint people have been staying 
awake nights trying to figure 
ways to get interior paint to flow 
out and dry fast—and, brother, 


have they succeeded! 

When you use one of these 
paints you want to work in a spe- 
cial manner so that you can get 
the paint brushed out and the 
painted sections joined up before 
the paint knows that it’s out of the 
container. 

Get all your equipment ready 
and have a good light on the wall. 
Start at the top corner and paint 
one section about a foot square. 
Now start on another section a 
few inches under the first. Brush 
the paint out so that the two sec- 
tions are joined with a nice clean 
joint and then start on the third 
section. When you hit the bot- 
tom of the wall, jump up and 


start a square at the top along- | 


side the completed vertical strip. 
Get up there in a hurry because 
that first section is beginning to 
know what gives. Always apply 
the paint in about the middle of 
the square so that you,can brush 
it out in both directions and not 
get too much paint around joints. 
Last of all, don’t make it necessary 
to go back over any spot because 
you are almost sure to spoil things.
